The coin this week is a pretty piece from Larissa pedigreed back to an NFA auction in 
1994. NFA was the premier auction house much how NAC is today. Many of the best 
coins that came to auction in the U.S. went to NFA and several notable dealers and 
academics (infamous and reputable alike) grew out of this firm. 

THESSALY, Larissa. Early -mid fourth century BC. AR Drachm, 6.iig (19 mm, 3h). Head of the 
nymph Larissa facing % left, her hair floating freely, wearing pendant earring with bead, ? 
EY on ampyx, (tiny IA above top hair locks off flan), prominent right shoulder /AAPIZAI, 
horse right about to roll, small AI beneath its belly, reins trailing in exergue, exergue line 
slopes downward below horse's muzzle.

The coins of Larissa depict the local spring goddess of the same name, Larissa. These lovely 
coins are undoubtedly inspired by the Syracusan die engraver Kimon. Kimon created stunning 
artistry on the coins from Syracuse most notably on the decadrachms from the area. The 
reverse depicts a horse which is logical since Thessaly was known for breeding horses. Coins 
from Thessaly routinely show a horse with or without rider. 

It has been suggested that the mythological hero Achilles was born in Larissa. The father of 
medicine, Hippocrates apparently died there and finally the Greek general Meno was a 
resident.
